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State College, Miss., — In the Spring 
and summer Mississippi produces a sur- 
plus of milk, but in fall and winter a 
shortage confronts milk distributors and 
Processors. 

Factors involved in this seasonal var- 
iation have been studied by economists 
of the Mississippi Agricultural Exper- 
iment Station in three separate surveys 
compering winter and summer dairy op- 
erations. In all of the studies, winter 
producers averaged more returns on their 
labor and investment than did summer 
producers. 

Two of the studies were made in the 
Memphis milkshed area or DeSoto, Mar- 
shall, Panola and Tate counties, one in- 
volving producers of Grade A milk and 
the other producers who delivered milk 
to cheese plants. The third study was 
made in South Mississippi area of Pike, 
Amite and Lincoln counties. 

Chile winter producers received better 
prices for milk than did summer pro- 
ducers, in many cases there were other 
factors which gave them additional in- 
come advantages. They used better 
Management practices and produced 
more milk per cow. A comperison of 
feeding and grazing practices indicates 
that summer producers brought their 


cows out of winter in much poorer condi- 


tion than winter producers, and conse- 
quently were unable to build their pro- 
duction up to as high a level during the 
summer months, 

The studies were made by Dr. D. W. 
Parvin, A. C. Davis and T. F. Tramel, 
all of the agricultural economics depart- 
ment of the Experiment Station. 

Summaries have been published in the 
November issue of Mississippi Farm Re- 
search and may be obtained by writing 
the Mississippi Experiment Station at 
State College.
